That the obvious retort to the demand for 
Mr Whitchead’s mandate ia, Where ia the 
mandate from any other elected Uuoflvial 
Member who has over supported or op- 
posed the pulicy of the Government in 
days gone by? 

That I am afraid the Colonial Seoretery has 
pot managed this murder of the Sanitary 
Board with the cleverness: and succoes 
which ho so earnestly desired, 


That, os T have said before in this column, 
the. Government has never forgiven the 
old Sanitary Board (or rather the Per- 
manent Committee) for baving demon- 
atrated to the community that splendid

He had made no 
inquiry aa to the awnerebip of the goods, 
and they woro only traced to bis shop be- 
cause tho thiof told the Polico he had taken 
the stolen property there, Hvon assuming 
that no blame attached to the geldamith, 
thouwh, the Court thought he should hive 
made some enquiry of the vendor before 
buying and breaking up property of this 
doscription. If ono or two innocent parties 
had to suffer, tho loss ought not in 
thia. case to fall upon the owner who 
had proseouted and vonvioted tho thief, 
and thus hod done something to vin- 
dioate justice. The woman hod never 
divested horself of the ownership of her 
gouda, and he saw nothing in the conduct 
of the goldsmith to entitle him to any apes 
cial consideratiun at the hande of the Court, 
The case came within the cule in Seotion 
83 of the Larceny Ordinano» 7 of 1865, aud 
it did notoome within thoacction mentioned 
in the proviso to that seotion. “ Tha. proac- 
outrix was entitled to have the goads re- 
stored to hor.

Whatthot luck 
was he did notdisclose, Juries alas came 
in for somo humurous comments, In ono 
caso an Irish juror-had been ' got at’ todo 
his best to reduco a charge of murder to a 
conviction of manslaughter. A verdict aa- 
cordingly was the result, Thanked effa- 
aivoly by the prisoner's friends, the juror

PORTADLE STHAM-HAMMERS, | 


A most useful tool for shipyards is the 
portable steam-hammer for welding wp 
etern apd rudder‘ frames. Jt has always 
beet a meat difficult aud rather imperfvet 
Operation tv unite these parts properly by 
hand-hammera, and they oro uaually too 
broad to be accessible to tho ordimury fixed 
steam-hammer, ‘Two Jarge paris of a atera 
framo have vaually to be beated te sity, 
while placed to cthor in tho ponition waich 
they are to occupy when walded. Thay 
are heated at tho parts of ‘the junction in 
open.fires, When brought up to a welding 
| heat the Gres have to bo withdrawn quiokly, 
and the picoe called a ‘alat? is bronght at 
a welding heat from ancther fre, and is 
hammered into the snacy where the jointing 
takes place. This has aeually bon done 
by a heavy sledge-hamowr having throo oF 
more shanks, aud bandled by as many mem 
But by this modo the welding is very 
_| unreliable, The hammet-fa mach tog light 

to make a solid weld, and the work ia dete 
ata great digudvautago and with harasgsins 
Jabour.. The portable steam-hammer has 
alterod all ta's, It roaembles the ordinary 
smithy ateam-hanimer, except that, inatend 
of the oylinder being attuched to a fixed 
eolutan, it in carried by 4 Jib, like a orang, 
cau bo taiscd or lowsrod.-awang arouud, oF 
moved ta oud fro until lt is oxactly over 
the work, and. by a few. heavy blows the 
welding “is done--moost. effectually, Tho 
workman who manipulates thu bemmier- 
and tho racking goat ia stationed ot tha 
bara of the crano, quite gut of tho way.

Uoury Hudson, of whow oarly life but 
little is known, «titted in 1607 with ton 


‘mot and a bay, on a course holding to- 


wards tho North Pole, to seek a ehirter 
pageago lo Clr 
route raund the Capu of Goad Topas bot 
ke did wut get farther than Spitzbergon. 
Ho wade throo voyages alter this—the 
fourth aad ast terminating in a terrible 
tragedy, After entering thy groat bay 
which bears hia came, ha wag beset in the 
icv, and calling hia wen “together, he gave 
them the option of proceeding or returning. 
They reluctantly agreed to procesd, but it 
was evitent thero was a mutingus spitit 
among them. Ag ‘time-passed on, provi- 
sious beyau to fil, game was procured with 
increasing dificully, and « dsy camo wheny 
with tears iu his eyea, Hudson divided the 
broad on‘board—about a fortnight’a rations, 
Tho wretches with whom he was associated 
wore unworthy his compassion, for already 
they lnd determined upou tho dinbolical 
scheme of tutning ont their commandor 
and the sick moa of the crew, into a small 
bout, and, cutting them adrift, leaving 
them to their fate. Aa Hudson came forth 
frora his cabin one morning, band of thiae 
roffians scized him, and, tying bis hands 
behind him, thrust him into the boat with 
his son and seven invalided mon. A gun, 
some ammunition, and a little meal wore 
thrown into the boat, which was then cut 
adrift, and left to the merey of the winds, 
the ice and the sea, There. waa nothing 
evor ofter heard of the fate of tho brave 
Hadson—is' daring o mon og any on the 
roll of B itannia's heroes, tho story of tho 
owiny was told long afterworda hy onc 
Hubakkak Prickot, who atated that he’en.

Jife was thresteued if he did not told jis 
pence.
